Washington, July 18— Special— All plans of peace with

tinction of Spanish authority from the Western hemisphere 
First the independence of Cuba will be insisted upon, and 
then an American protectorate over Porto Rico or its actual 
possession by the United States as a part of the war indemn- 
ity will follow.

Spain will be required to reimburse this country for its' war 
expenditures. 
These terms are regarded as reasonable. The

The Qrst intimation the committee 


had that tho mayor was dissatisfied 
with tbe llghtr, was Wednesday last, 
when the writer mot him at tbe city 
ball. He was then taking the matter 
out of tbe olty'a bands, having in- 
structed tne city clerk to write the 
Olobe Lighting Oo. asking tbem to 
send a representative here forthwith. 
He then gave for publication a long 
article, criticising the lighting com- 
mittee and employes ot the company 
tor what he calls neglect of dnty, 
thereby giving the cmplye of 
the 


company an opportunity to remedy 
the deficiencies before the representa- 
tive of the company could arrive. 


In conclusion, as chairman of tbe 


Lighting committee, I will asy that 
except the

enough to one another (which makes
